in Korea was P ! ENG Teh-huai, commander of the 1st Field Army* NIEH 
Jung-chen, commander of the North China Military Area Special Army 
Group (often reported as the H 5th Field Army"), was also rumored to 
have taken over the Korean command, and was relieved as Mayor of Peip¬ 
ing on 1 March* It is doubtful that any one of these top Chinese gen¬ 
erals would be assigned simply to command those units of his forces now 
committed in Korea* Whichever of them is in fact in Korea—still largely 
a matter of speculation—is probably the overall Chinese commander in 
the area#
